— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
f(2) of section 39 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (XLIII of 1951), 
the Election Commission hereby appoints for the bye-elections to the Council of 
States to be held in pursuance of Its notification No. 58-C.S./l/52-Elec.III, dated 
the 23rd July, 1962 — 

(a) the. 30th July, 1952, as the last date for making nominations, 

(b) the 1st August, 1952, as the date for the scrutiny of nominations, 

(c) the 4th August, 1952, as the last date for the withdrawal of candidature, 

and 

[(d) the 12th August, 1952, as the dale on which' a poll shall if necessary, be 
taken.
